I have  pleasure  in  presenting  this  report  on  the  state  of 
Public  Health  in  the  Urban  District  of  Broasgrove  during  the  year  ending 
3l3t  Dcceaber,  1958. 

POFUIATIOII  AND  HOUSING  The  estiaated  population  increased  by  790  to 
31, 700.  This  increase  is  partly  due  to  the  difference  between  births, 
(555)  and  deaths,  (35l).  The  renaining  204  gives  a picture  of  the  excess 
of  aoveaent  into,  over  the  noveaent  out  of  the  District  during  the  year 
and  coapares  very  favourably  with  the  influx  of  994  in  1957  and  736  in 
1956.  The  housing  position  in  the  District  reaained  difficult  and  there 
v/ere  still  797  faailies  on  the  housing  register  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  nuaber  of  inhabited  houses  increased  by  120  to  9? 798. 

DEATHS  There  was  a saall  fall  in  the  percentage  of  deaths  due  to 
diseases  of  the  heart  o,nd  circulatory  systea  a.nd  cancer  and  other 
aalignant  diseases,  Hov/ever,  there  was  an  increase  froa  14.  96^'  to 
19.60%  in  deaths  due  to  respir-atory  diseases,  possibly  a result  of 
the  increased  incidence  of  influenza  during  the  lodcter  half  of  the  year. 

IHPBCTIOUS  DISEASE  Notifications  of  infectious  diseases  fell  sharply 
froa  63s  in  1957  to  178  in  1958  due  alnost  entirely  to  the  gresotly 
lov/ered  incidence  of  aeasles,  Thorb  was,  hov/ever,  again  an  increase  in 
the  notifications  of  puerperal  pyrexia.  In  1955  there  v/ere  17 
notifications,  in  1956  there  were  14  followed  by  a shoxp  rise  to  41  in 
1957  and  v6  in  1958.  All  save  3 ef  the  46  cases  v/ere  notified  froa 
Broasgrove  General  Hospital. 

VACCIITATIOII  AND  IMMUITISATIOII  It  is  gratifying  to  note  the  increase  in 
the  nuaber  of  children  receiving  a course  of  iaau nis ati on  agoHnst 
Diphtheria  and  the  total  of  children  under  15  years  v/ho  had  coapleted  a 
course  of  injections,  v/hether  priaarjr  or  booster.  There  was  a srao21 
do.crease  in  the  percentage  of  infants  va.ccinated  against  Saallpox  froa 
52.35b  in  1957  to  5i.8fo  in  1958. 

PLUC'RIDATIOII  This  question  was  discussed  by  your  Health  Conaittee  which 
agreed  that  it  v/as  desirable  in  the  interests  of  dental  health.  The 
East  Worcestershire  V/aterv/orHs  Coapany  v/as  asked  to  consider  the  aatter 
D.nd  to  aake  an  supplication  to  the  Minister  of  Health  for  peraission  to 
undertalce  Eluoridation  of  their  v/ater  supplies.  The  support  of  all 
other  A-uthorities  supplied  by  the  Board  was  also  invited.  Most 
A.uthorities  supplied  by  the  Board  supported  the  propose,!  v/hile  the 
Board  felt  that  at  that  sta.ge  they  could  ts.kc  no  action, 

LOCAL  GO'/EPIIMEIIT  ACT,  1958,  DEIEGATIOII  OE  HEALTH  AND  VSLE/vRE  ILITGTIONS 

It  v/as  decided  by  the  Council  that  in  view  of  the  present 
population,  the  distribution  of  the  pbpulation  and  the  coaparative 
oroxiaitj’'  of  V/orcester  froa  v/here  the  present  adainistrs-tion  of  the 
se2a/‘ices  in  question  v/as  carried  out,  no  application' be  as^de  to  the 
1-linister  for  his  consent  to  aake  a,  delegation  scheae, 

BROHSGROVB  DISTRICTS  SOCIAL  SERVICES  COI'llITTEE 

This  Coaaittee  vjoJS  foraed  on  the  18th  Noveaber  following  a 
resting  of  sto-tutory  and  voluntary  organisations  operating  in  the  Urban 
and  Rural  Districts  of  Broasgrove.  The  objectives  v/ere  to  obtain  closer 
liasion  betv/een  the  officers  representing  the  organisations,  v/hich  uight 
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help  in  the  viore  satisfactory”  anl  speedy  solution  of  problen  cases, 

-nd  to  rcvio\'  the  social  services  existing  in  the  Districts  to  ascertain 
the  need  for  extension  of  or  additions  to  those  services  and  to  nalce 
re  c or.r.’.c  ndat  i o ns , 

CHIROrODY  SERVICE  Through  the  /igoncy  of  the  Dritish  Rod  Cross  Society, 
ai'iv.ngc.aents  were  aado  to  start  a ■..lonthly  chiropody  service  for  old 
people  at  the  surgery'’  of  a local  chiropodist.  The  first  session  v/as 
held  on  the  8th  January,  1959-

An  Order  for  the  ir.vaediate 
re  ioval  of  an  old  laxly  to  hospita.1  \sra.s  obtained  as  she  was  suffering 
froa.  graa'c  chronic  disease  and  was  una.blc  to  devote  to  herself,  and 
'..’.tO  not  receiving  fror.i  other  persons,  proper  care  and  attention.  It 
is  interesting-  to  note  tha.t  her  ha.oaoglobin  ha.d  fallen  to  15/”  due  to 
nutritional  anacMia.

The  Public  Health  Inspectors  continued  to  act  as  Certification 
Officers  for  the  Ministry  of  Food  Fatstock  Marketing  Division  at  the 
t’wo  remaining  Deadv;eight  Certification  Centres  in  the  District. 

The  Ministry,  however  in  a general  reviev/,  withdrew  approval  of 
these  two  centres  on  the  l6th.  August,  1958,  as  it  v/as  considered 
insufficient  stock  was  being  presented  for  certification  to  warrant' 
the  centres  remaining  open. 

From  the  1st.  January  to  the  l6th.  August  a total  of  308  pigs 
were  certified. 


Food  Premises: 

The  total  number  of  visits  to  food  premises  during  the  year," 
including  visits  to  slaughterhouses  for  the  purpose  of  meat  inspection 
v/as  1,194. 

Many  strucutral  improvements  have  been  secured  at.  food  p.remises 
such  as  the  provision  of  v/ashing  facilities  and  the  protection  of 
displayed  foods,  but  the  cases  of  food  poisoning  notified  throughout 
the  country  are  still  numerous.  This  would  appear  to  point  to  the 
fact  that  individual  hygiene  is  at  fault  and  that  much  still  remains  to 
be  done  to  educate  the  food  handler. 

Dr.  Henderson,  the  Director  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service, 
has  kindly  continued  to  examine  sv/abs  of  crockery  etc.  taken  from 
catering  establishments.  A very  considerable  improvement  is  noticed 
7/hen  a comparison  is  made  v/ith  the  earlier  results  of  these 
examinati ons .
